The tollowing Bill was introduced in Lok Sabha on the 11th May, 
1973:- 

I'.iLi, No 38 OF 1973 

A Bill to provide for the acquisition and transfer of the right, title and 
interest of the oioners in respect of the coal mines specified in the 
Schedule iciih a view to re-organising and reconstructing such coal 
mines so as to ensure the rational, co-ordinated and scientific develop¬ 
ment and utilisation of coal resources consistent with the growing 
requirements oj ihe country, m order that the ownership and control 
of such resources are vested in the State and thereby so distributed 
as best to subserve the common good, and for matters connected 
therewith or incidental thereto. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-fourth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows 

CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 

1. (!) This Act may be called the Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1973. 

(2) The provisions of sections 30 and 31 shall come into force at once and 
the remaining provisions of this Act shall be deemed to have come into force on 
the 1st day of May, 1973. 

2, Tn this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) "appointed day” means the 1st day of May, 1973; 

(b) “coal mine” means a mine in which there exists one or more seams 
of coal; 
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(c) “company” means a company as ddlned in section 3 of the Com¬ 
panies Act, 1956, and includes a foreign company within the meaning ot i of 1956. 
section 591 of that Act; 

(d) “Commissioner” means the Commissioner of Payments appointed 
under section 17; 

(e) “Custodian” means the Custodian appointed under sub-section 
(2) of section 11, to take over, or carry on, the management of a coal mine; 

(/) “Government company” has the meaning assigned to it by section 
617 of the Companies Act, 1956; l of 1956. 

(g) “managing contractor” means the person, or body of persons, who, 
with the previous consent, in writing, of the State Government, has entered 
into an arrangement, contract or understanding, with the owner of a coal 
mine under which the operations of the coal mine are substantially controlled 
by such person or body of persons; 

(A) “mine” means any excavation where any operation for the purpose 
of searching for or obtaining minerals has been or is being carried on, and 
includes— 

(j) all borings and bore holes; 

(U) all shafts, whether in the course of being sunk or not; 

(Hi) aU levels and inclined planes in the course of being driven; 

(iv) all open cast workings; 

(v) all conveyors or aerial ropeways provided for bringing into 
or removal from a mine of minerals or other articles or for the 
removal of refuse therefrom; 

(vi) all lands, buildings, works, adits, levels, planes, machinery 
and equipments, instruments, stores, vehicles, railways, tramways 
and sidings in, or adjacent to, a mine and used for the purposes 
of the mine; 

(v/j) all workshops (including buildings, machinery, instruments, 
stores, equipment of such workshops and the lands on which such 
workshops stand) in, or adjacent to, a mine and used substantially 
for the purposes of the mine or a number of mines under the same 
management; 

(viU) all coal belonging to the owner of the mine, whether in stock 
ot in transit, and all coal under production in a mine; 

(ix) all power stations in a mine or operated primarily for supplying 
electricity for the purpose of working the mine or a number of mines 
under the same management; 

(x) all lands, buildings and equipments belonging to the owner of 
the mine, and in, adjacent to or situated on the surface of, (he mine 
where the washing of coal obtained from the mine or manufacture, 
therefrom, of coke is carried on; 

(xf) all lands and buildings [other than those referred to in sub¬ 
clause (jr)], wherever situated, if solely used for the location of the 
management, sale or liaison offices, or for the residence of officers and 
staff, of the mine; 
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(xii) all other fixed assets, movable and immovable, belonging to the 
owner of a mine, wherever situated, and current assets, belonging to 
a mine, whether within its premises or outside, and also any money 
lawfully due to such owner in relation to the mine in respect of any 
period prior to the appointed day. 

Explanation.—Tho expression “current assets” does not include 
dues from sundry debtors, loans and advances to other parties-nul 
investments, not being investiuonts in the coal mine; 

(i) “Mineral Concession Rules” means the rules, for the time being 
in force, made under the Mines and Minerals (Regulation and Development) 
Act. 1957; 

(j) “mining company” means a company owning a coal mine, and in 
relation to a foreign company within the meaning of section 591 of the 
Companies Act, 1956, the undertaking of that company in India; 

(fc) “notification” means a notification published in the Official Gazette; 

(/) “prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 

(m) “specified date” means such date as the Central Government may, 
for the purpose of any provision of this Act, by notification, specify; and 
different dates may be specified for different provisions of this Act; 

(n) words and expressions used herein and not defined but defined in 
the Coal Mines (Conservation, Safety and Development) Act, 1952, have 
the meanings, respectively, assigned to them in that Act; 

( 0 ) words and expressions used herein and not defined in this Act or 
m the Coal Mines (Conservation, Safety and Development) Act, 1952, 
but defined in the Mines Act, 1952, have the meanings, respectively, 
assigned to them in the Mines Act, 1952. 


CHAPTER 11 

Acquisition of the rights of owners of coal mines 

3. (7) On the appointed day, the right, title and interest of the owners in relation 
to the coal mines specified in the Schedule shall stand transferred to, and shall 
vest absolutely in, the Central Government free from all incumbrances, 

(2) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that if, after the appointed 
day, the existence of any other coal mine comes to the knowledge of the Central 
Government, the provisions of the Coal Mines (Taking Over of Management) 
Act, 1973, shall, until that mine is nationalised by an appropriate legislation, 
apply to such mine. 

4. (7) Where the rights of an owner under auy raining lease granted, or deemed 
to have been granted, in relation to a coal mine, by a State Government or any 
other person, vest in the Central Government under section 3, the Central Govern¬ 
ment shall, on and from the date of such vesting, be deemed to have become the 
leasee of the State Government or such other person, as the case may be, in relation 
to such coal mine as if a mining lease in relation to such coal mine had been granted 
to the Central Government and the period of such lease shall be the entire period 
for which such lease could have been granted by the State Government or such 
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Other person under the Mineral Concession Rules, and thereupon all the rights 
under such mining lease, including surface, underground and other rights granted 
to the lessee shall be deemed to have been transferred to, and vested in. the Central 
Government. 

(2) On the expiry of the term of any lease, referred to ui sub-section (1), 
such lease shall, if so desired by the Central Government, be renewed, on the same 
terms and conditions on which the lease was held, immediately before the appointed 
day, by the lessor, for the maximum period lor which such lease can be renewed 
under the Mineral Concession Rules. 

5. (7) Notwithstanding anything contained in sections 3 and 4, the Central 
Government may, if it is satisfied that a Government company is willing to comply, 
or has complied, with such terms and conditions as that Government may think 
fit to impose, direct, by an order in writing, that the right, title and interest of an 
owner in relation to a coal mine referred to in section 3, shall, instead of continuing 
to vest in the Central Government, vest in the Government company either on 
the date of publication of the direction or on such earlier or later date (not being 
a date earlier than the appointed day), as may be specified in the direction. 

(2) Where the right, title and interest of an owner in relation to a coal mine 
vest in a Government company under sub-section (7), the Government company 
shall, on and from the date of such vesting, be deemed to have become the lessee 
in relation to such coal mine as if a mining lease in relation to the coal mine bad 
been granted to the Government company and the period of such lease sh.di 
be the entire period for which such lease could have been granted under the Mineral 
Concession Rules; and all the rights and liabilities of the Central Government 
in relation to such coal mine shall, on and from the date of such vesting, be deemed 
to have become the rights and liabilities, respectively, of the Government company. 

(1) The provisions of sub-section (2) of section 4 shall apply to a lease which 
vests in a Government company as they apply to a lease vested in the Central 
Government and references therein to the “Central Government” shall be construed 
as references to the Government company. 

6. (7) All property which vests in the Central Government or in a Government 
company under this Chapter shall, by force of such vesting, be freed and discharged 
from any trust, obligation, mortgage, charge, lien and all other incumbrances 
affecting it and any attachment, injunction or decree or order of any court restricting 
the use of such property in any manner shall be deemed to have been wilh- 
drawB, 

(2) Every mortgagee of any properly which has vested under this Act in 
the Central Government or a Government company, and every person holding 
any charge, lien or other interest in or in relation to any such property shall give, 
within such time and in such manner as may be prescribed, an intimation to the 
Commissioner of such mortgage, charge, lien or other interest. 

(3) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that the mortgagee 
of any property referred to in sub-section (7) or any other person holding any 
charge, hen or other interest in, or in relation to any, such property shall be entitled 
to claim, in accordance with his rights and interests, payment of the mortgage money 
or other dues, in whole or in part, out of the amount specified in relation to such 
property in the Schedule, but no such mortgage, charge, lien or other interest 
shah be enforceable against any property which has vested in the Central Govern¬ 
ment or the Government company. 
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7. (7) Every liability of the owner, agent, manager or'managing’contractor 
of a coal mine, in respect of any period prior to the appointed day, shall be the 
liability of such owner, agent, manager or managing contractor, as the case nay 
be, and shall be enforceable against him and not against the Central Government 
or the Government company. 

(2) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that— 

(a) save as otherwise provided elsewhere in this Act, no claim for wages, 
bonus, royalty, rate, rent, taxes, provident fund, pension, gratuity lu any 
other dues in relation to acoalmine in respect of any pcrioa paor to the 
appointed day, shall be enforceable against the Central Government or tne 
Government company; 

(b) no award, decree or oitiei o''any court, tribunal or other authority 
in relation to any coal mine passed after the appointed day, but in relation 
to any matter, claim or dispute which arose before that day, shall be enforce¬ 
able against the Central Government or the Government coni(y.....y 

(c) no liability for the contravention, before the appointed day, m 
any provision of law for the time being in force, shall be enforceable 
against the Central Government or the Government company, 

CHAPTER TTI"; 

Payment’of amoun i 

8. The owner of every coal mine or group of coal mines specified m the second 
column of the Schedule, shall be given by the Central Government, in cash and in 
the manner specified in Chapter VI, for the vesting in it, under section 3, of the right, 
title and interest of the owner in relation to such coal mine or group of coal mines, 
an amount equal to the amount specified against it in the corresponding entry in 
the fifth column of the Schedule. 

9. (r) In consideration of the retrospective operation of the provisions of 
sections 3, 4 and 5, there shall be given by the Central Government, in cash, to the 
owner of every coal mine or group of coal mines specified in the Schedule, an 
amount equal to the amount which would have been, but tor the provisions of 
the said sections 3, 4 and 5, payable to such owner under the Coal Mines (Taking 
Over of Management) Act, 1973, for the period commencing on the 1st day of May. 
1973, and ending on the date on which this Act receives the assent of the President. 

( 3 ) In addition to the amount referred to in sub-section (i), there shall oe 
given by the Central Government, in cash, to the owner of every coal mine or group 
of coal mines specified in the Schedule, simple interest at the rate of four per cent, 
per annum on the amount specified against such owner in the corresponding entry 
in the fifth column of the Schedule for the period commencing on the date on 
which this Act receives the assent of the President and ending on the date on which 
payment of such amount is made by the Central Government to the Commi¬ 
ssioner. 

(3) The amounts roferrea to in sub-section (7) andjsub-section (2) shall be ; 
in addition to the amount specified in the Schedule. 

10. (7) Where, in pursuance of any decree, order or injunction of a court or 
otherwise, the Central Government or the Custodian appointed under the Coal 
Mines (Taking Over of Management) Act, 1973, was prevented from taking over 
the management of any coal mine, the owner of such coal mine shall render, with¬ 
in sixty days from the date on which management of the coal mine is delivered to 
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the Central Government or Government company, as the case may be, accounts 
in relation to the period commencing on the date of commencement of the said 
Act and ending on the date of delivery of such management to the Central Govern¬ 
ment or the Government company, as the case may be, with regard to the— 

(a) assets and stores of the coal mine acquired or sold by him during the 
said period; 

(b) coal sold or despatched during the said period: 

(c) income derived by him from the coal mine during the said period. 

{2) Tf, on examination of the accounts referred to in sub-section (7), any 
income is found to have been derived b> the owner from the coal mine during 
the period referred to in that sub-section, such income shall be recoverable by the 
Central Government from the amount payable under section 8 to the owner of 
such coal mine, and, the debt due to the Central Government on this account 
shall rank as an unsecured debt. 

(5) If no account is rendered by the owner of a coa) mine within the period 
referred to in sub-section ( I) or if the Central Government or the Government 
company has any reason to believe that the account rendered by such owner is 
incorrect or false in material particulars, the Central Government or the Govern¬ 
ment company may refer the matter to the Commissioner and thereupon the Com¬ 
missioner shall determine the income derived by the owner from the coal mine 
during the period referred to in sub-section (I), and take steps to recover the said 
income from the amount payable to the owner of the coal mine under section 8, 
as if the debt due to the Central Government on this account were an unsecured debt. 

(4) No mortgage, charge, lien or other incumbrance in relation to a coal 
mine or any asset thereof shall be binding on the Central Government or the 
Government company if such mortgage, charge, lien or other incumbrance was 
created, at any time during the period in which the Central Go\’ernment or the 
Custodian wa.s prevented, by any decree, order or injunction of a court or other¬ 
wise, from taking over the management of the said coal mine. 

CHAPTER IV 

Management, etc., of coal mines 

11. (I) The general superintendence, direction, control and management of 
the affairs and business of a coal mine, the right, title and interest of an owner in 
relation to which have vested in the Centr.al Government under seetian it, shall,— 

(a) in the case of a coal mine in relation lo which a direction has been 
made by the Central Government under sub-section f7) of section 5, vest 
in the Government company specified in such direction, or 

(b) in the case of a coal mine in relation to which no such direction has 
been made by the Central Government, vest in one or more Custodians 
appointed by the Central Government under sub-section (2), 

and thereupon the Government company so specified or the Cn.stodian so appoint¬ 
ed, as the case may be, shall be entitled to exercise all such powers and do all 
such things as the owner of the coal mine is authorised to exercise and do. 

(2) The Central Government may appoint an individual or a Government 
company as the Custodian of a coal mine in relation to which no direction has 
been made by it under sub-section (J) of section 5 
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12. (1) On the vesting of the management of a coal mine in a Government 
company or on the appointment of a Custodian, all persons in charge of the 
management of such coal mine immediately before such vesting or appointment, 
shall be bound to deliver to the Government company or the Custodian, as the 
case may be, all assets, books of account, registers or other documents in their 
custody relating to the coal mine, 

(2) The Central Government may issue such directions as it may deem desir¬ 
able in the circumstances of the case to the Government company or Custodian 
as to its or his powers and duties and the Government company or Custodiaji 
may also, if it or he so desires, apply to the Central Government at any time for 
instructions as to the manner in which the management of the coal mine shall 
be conducted by it or him or in relation to any other matter arising in the course 
of such management. 

(3) The Custodian shall receive from the funds of the coal mine, in relation 
to which he or it is the Custodian, such remuneration as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may fix and shall hold office during the pleasure of the Central Government. 

13. The Custodian of every coal mine shall maintain the accounts of such 
mine in such manner and under such conditions as may be prescribed. 

CHAPTER V 

Provisions relating to employees of coal mines 

14. (1) Every person who is a workman within the meaning of the Industrial 
14 of 1947 Disputes Act, 1947, and has been, immediately before the appointed day, in the 

employment of a coal mine shall become, on and from the appointed day, an 
employee of the Central Government or, as the case may be, of the Government 
company in which the right, title and interest of such mine have vested under this 
Act, and shall hold office or service in the coal mine with the same rights to pen¬ 
sion, gratuity and other matters as would have been admissible to him if the 
rights in relation to such coal mine had not been transferred to, and vested in, 
the Central Government or the Government company, as the case may be, and con¬ 
tinue to do so unless and until his employment in such coal mine is duly terminat¬ 
ed or until his remuneration, terms and conditions of employment are duly 
altered by the Central Government or the Government company. 

(2) The Central Government or the Government company in which the right, 
title and interest in relation to a coal mine have vested, may employ, on mutually 
acceptable terms and conditions, any person who is not a workman within the 
14 of 1947 meaning of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, and who has been, immediately 
before the appointed day, in the employment of a coal mine, and on such employ¬ 
ment the said person shall become an employee of the Central Government or 
the Government company, as the case may be. 

(5) Save as otherwise provided in sub-sections (1) and (2), the services of 
every person employed by the owner or occupier of a coal mine before the appoint¬ 
ed day shall stand terminated on and from the specified date. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Industrial Disputes Act, 

14 of 1947. 1947, or in any other law for the time being in force, the transfer of the services 

of any officer or other employee of a coal mine to any other mine shall not entitle 
such officer or other employee to any compensation under this Act or any other 
law for the time being in force and no such claim shall be entertained by any 
court, tribunal or other authoritj'.

(5) Where, under the terms of any contract of service or otherwise, aOy 
person whose services become terminated or whose services become transferred 
to the Central Government or a Government company by reason of the provisions 
of this Act is entitled to any payment by way of gratuity or retirement benefits 
or for any leave not availed of, or any other benefits, such person may enforce 
his claim against the owner of the coal mine but not against the Central Govern¬ 
ment or the Government company. 

15. (1) Where a coal mine has established a provident fund, superannuation, 
welfare or other fund for the benefit of its employees, the monies relatablc to the 
employees, whose services have become transfened by or under this Act to the 
Central Government or a Government company shall, ou. of the monies standing, 
on the appointed day, to the credit of such provident fund, superannuation, welfare 
or other fund, stand transferred to, and vest in, the Central Government or the 
Government company, as the case may be. 

(2) The monies which stand transferred, under sub-section (I), to the Central 
Government or a Government company shall be dealt with by that Government 
or company, as the case may be, in such manner as may be prescribed. 

16. Where the employment of an employee stands terminated by reason of sub¬ 
section (i) of section 14 and such employee is not employed by the owner of the 
coal mine in any of his other establishments, such owner shall pay to such employee 
the amount standing at his credit in the provident fund and also pay him the 
amounts due to him as superannuation, welfare and other benefits admissible to 
him as if the employee had superannuated or his service with the coal mine had 
terminated on the day immediately preceding the specified date. 

CHAPTER VI 
Commissioner of Payments 

17. (i) For the purpose of disbursing the amounts payable to the owner of each 
coal mine or group of coal mines, the Central Government shall appoint such person 
as it may think fit to be the Commissioner of Payments. 

( 2 ) The Central Government may appoint such other persons as it may think 
fit to assist the Commissioner and thereupon the Commissioner may authorise one or 
more of such persons to also exercise all or any of the powers exercisable by him 
under this Act, and different persons may be authorised to exercise different powers, 

(f) Any person authorised by the Commissioner to exercise any powers may 
exercise those powers in the same manner and with the same effect as if they have 
been conferred on that person directly by this Act and not by way of authorisation. 

(;) The salaries and allowances of the Commissioner and oth r persons ap¬ 
pointed under this section shall be defrayed out of the Consolidated Fund of India, 

18. ( I) The Central Government shall, within thirty days from the specified' 
date, pay, in cash, to the Commissioner for payment to the owner of a coal mine, 
an amount equal to the amount specified against the coal mine in the Schedule and 
shall also pay to the Commissioner such sums as may be due to the owner of a 
coal mine under section 9. 

(2) In addition to the sum referred to in sub-section (7), the Central 
Government shall pay, in cash, to the Commissioner, such amount as may become 
due to the owner of a coal mine in relation to any period, after the appointed 
day, during which the management of the coal mine remains vested in the Central 
Governmeru. 
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(J) A deposit account shall be opened by the Central Government, in favour 
of the Commissioner, in the Public Account of India, and every amount paid under 
this Act to the Commissioner shall be deposited by him to the credit of the said 
deposit account in the Public Account of India, and thereafter the said deposit 
account shall be operated by the Commissioner. 

{4) Separate records shall be maintained by the Commissioner in respect 
>f each coal mine in relation to which payments have been made to him under this 
Act. 

(5) Interest accruing on the amounts standing to the credit of the deposit 
account referred to in sub-section (i) shall enure to the benefit of the owners of 
coal mines. 

(6) References in this section to the owner of a coal mine shall, in relation 
to a group of coal mines specified in the Schedule, be construed as references to 
the owner of that group of coal mines. 

19. (1) The Central Government or the Government company, as the case 
may be, shall cause the books in relation to each coal mine, the management of 
which has vested in it under the Coal Mines (Taking Over of Management) Act, 
1973, to be closed and balanced as on the date immediately before the appointed 
day, and shall cause a statement of accounts, as on that day, to be prepared, 
within such time, in such form and in such manner as may be prescribed, in 
relation to each such mine in respect of the transactions effected by it during the 
period for which the management of such coal mine remained vested in it: 

Provided that where two or more coal mines were owned, before the com* 
mencement of this Act, by the same owner, a consolidated statement of accounts 
may be prepared for all the coal mines owned by such owner. 

(2) All amounts received by the Central Government or the Government 
company after the closure of such accounts shall, where such accounts relate to 
transactions effected before the appointed day, be included in the said state¬ 
ment of accounts in respect of the coal mine to which the said receipt relates. 

(i) The Central Government or the Government company in which the 
right, title and interest of coal mine stands vested shall be entitled to receive, 
up to the specified date, to the exclusion of all other persons, any money, due to 
the coal mine, realised after the appointed day notwithstanding that the realisations 
pertain to a period prior to the appointed day: 

Provided th.at where such realisations have not been included in the state¬ 
ment of accounts as on the day immediately before the appointed day, a supple¬ 
mentary statement of accounts shall bo prepared and furnished, at such intervals 
as may bo prescribed, by the Central Government or the Government company 
to the owner of the coal mine. 

(4) The liabilities of the coal mine (not being liabilities arising out of advances 
made by the Central Government or the Government company), which could not* 
be discharged by the appointed day, may be discharged by the Central Govern¬ 
ment or the Government company up to the specified date, and every payment 
so made shall be included in the statement of accounts as on the day immediately 
before the appointed day, indicating therein the period in relation to which the 
payments were made; 

Provided that the liabilities in relation to the period prior to the appointed 
day, which have not been discharged on or before the specified date, shall be 
the liabilities of the owner of the coal mine.

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(5) A copy of each statement of accounts prepared under this section shall 
bo delivered by the Central Government or the Government company, as the 
case may be, to the Commissioner and also to the owner: 

Provided that where the number of owners is more than one, only one 
copy of the statement of accounts shall be given to the owners tor the benefit 
of all of them. 

((?) The statement of accounts prepared under this section shall be audited 
by a person who is qualified to be appointed as an auditor of a company undet 
section 226 of the Companies Act, 1956, and the auditor so appointed shall receive i of 1956 
from the funds of the coal mine, such remuneration as the Central Government 
may fix. 

(7) The audit of the statement of accounts shall be conducted in such 
manner as the Central Government may direct. 

20. Every person having a claim against the owner of a coal mine shall prefer 
such claim before the Commissioner within thirty days from the specified date' 

Provided that if the Commissioner is satisfied that the claimant was prevented 
by sufficient cause from preferring the claim within the said period of thirty days, 
entertain the claim within a further period of thirty days but not thereafter. 

21. (/) Every person employed by the owner of a coal mine or group of coal 
mines may mike a claim to the Commissioner to the effect that the sums deducted 
under sub section (4) of section 7 of the Coal Mines (Taking Over of Manage¬ 
ment) Act, 1973, are not sufficient to meet fully the amount of arrears due to 15 of 1973 
him, on the appointed day within the meaning of that Act, from the owner of 

such coal mine or group of coal mines,— 

(a) in relation to a provident fund, pension fund, gratuity fund or any 

other fund established for the welfare of the persons employed by the owner 

of a coal mine or group of coal mines, or 

(b) as wages, 

nd that a sum equal to the deficiency may be recovered from the amount 
specified in the Schedule against the owner of such coal mine or group 
of coal mines. 

(2) Whore a claim is made under sub-section (/), the Commissioner shall 
determine the extent of the deficiency and shall, after such determination, deduct 
in the first instance, out of the amount paid to him under 'ecticn 8, a si m cqi al 
the extent of the deficiency determined by him under this sub-section, 

(5) All sums deducted by the Commissionei under sub-section (2) shall, 
in accordance with such rules as may be made under this Act, be credited by 
the Commissioner to the relevant fund or be paid to the persons to whom such 
sums are due, and on such credit or payment, the liability of the owner in respect 
of all the amounts of arrears duo as aforesaid shall stand discharged 

(4) The deductions made by the Commissioner under sub-section (2) shall 
have priority over all other debts, whether secured or unsecured. 

22. (1) Save as otherwise provided in section 21, every secured debt due 
from the owner of a coal mine or group of coal mines shall have pnority over alt 
other debts and shall be paid in accordance with the rights and interests of the 
secured creditors. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for the time being 
’ll force, there shall be paid in priority to all other unsecured debts, not being the

of the said Act, rights capable of being transferred to and vested in, the

(c) all sums deducted by the employer ffom the salary or Wages 
ot any workman of other employee for credit to any provident fund, or 
any other fund established for the welfare of the employees of the coal 
mine but not deposited to the credit of the said fund 

(1) The debts specified in sub-section ( 2 ) shall rank equally among them¬ 
selves and be paid in tull, unless the assets are insufficient to meet them, in which 
case they shall abate m equal proportions and be paid accordingly. 

23. (7) The Commissioner shall fix a certain date on or before which every 
claimant shall file the proof of his claim or be excluded from the benefit ol the 
disbursement made by the Commissioner 

(2) Not less than fourteen days’ notice of the date so fixed shall be 
given by advertisement in one issue ot the daily newspaper in the English 
language and one issue of the daily newspaper in the regional language as the 
Commissionei may consider suitable, and every such notice shall call upon the 
claimant to file the proof of Ins claim with the Commissioner within the time 
specified in the advertisement. 

(3) Every claimant who fails to file the proof of his claim within the time 
spccihed by the Commissioner shall be excluded from the disbursements made 
by the Commissioner. 

( 4 ) The Commissioner shall, after such mvosligation as may, m his opinion, 
be necessary and after giving the owner of the coal mine an opportunity of re¬ 
futing the claim and after giving the claimant a reasonable opportunity of being 
heard, in writing, admit or reject the claim in whole or in part 

(5) The Commissioner shall have the power to regulate his ow ii procedure 
in all matters arising out of the discharge of his functions including the place 
or places at which he will hold his'sittmgs and shall, for the purpose of making 
any investigation under this Act, have the same powers as are vested in a civil 
court under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, while trying a suit, m respect 
of the following matters, namely— 

(a) the summoning and enforcing the attendance of any witness and 
examining him on oath; 

(b) the discovery and production of any document or other material 
object producible as evidence, 

(c) tJie reception of evidence on affidavits, 

(d) the issuing of any commission for the examination of witness. 

(6) Any investigation before the Commissioner shall be deemed to be a 
judicial proceeding within the meaning of sections 193 and 228 of the Indian 
Penal Code and the Commissioner shall be deemed to be a civil court for the 
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purposes of section 195 and Chapter XXXV of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 5 of 1898 
1898. 

(7) A claimant who is dissatisfied with the decision of the Commissioner 
may prefer an appeal against the decision to the principal civil court of original 
jurisdiction within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the coal mine is situated: 

Provided that where a person who is a Judge of a High Court is appointed 
to be the Commissioner, such appeal shall lie to the High Court for the State 
in which the coal mine is situated, and such appeal shall be heard and disposed 
of by not less than two Judges of that High Court. 

24. Where, after meeting the claims admitted by him, of secured creditors, 
and unsecured creditors having priority under sub-section (2) of section 22 , 
the total amount of claims of other unsecured creditors admitted by the Com¬ 
missioner, does not exceed the total amount of the money credited to the account 
of a coal mine, every such admitted claim shall be paid in full and the balance, 
if any, shall be paid to the owner, but where such amount is insufficient to meet 
in full the total amount of the admitted claims, all such claims shall abate in 
equal proportions and be paid accordingly, 

25. Every amount advanced by the Central Government or the Custodian, 
as the case may be, for the management of a coal mine during the period in which 
the management of such coal mine remained vested in the Central Government, 
shall be recovered from the income derived from the transactions which took 
place at any time after the commencement of the Coal Mines (Taking Over of 
Management) Act, 1973, but before the appointed day notwithstanding that such 15 ot i 9 n 
income was derived after the appointed day: 

Provided that where such income is insufficient to meet in full the total 
amount of the advance made by the Central Government or the Custodian for 
the management of the coal mine, the Central Government may make a claim 
to the Commissioner for the deficiency and thereupon the claim in respect of such 
deficiency shall have priority over the claims of all other unsecured creditors of 
the coal mine including those referred to in sub-section ( 2 ) of section 22 . 

Explanation .—^In this section, “Custodian” means the Custodian appointed 
under the Coal Mines (Taking Over of Management) Act, 1973. 15 of 1973. 

26. (7) If out of the monies paid to him in relation to a coal mine or group 
of coal mines specified in the second column of the Schedule, there is a balance 
left after meeting the liabilities of all the secured and unsecured creditors, the 
Commissioner shall disburse such balance to the owner of such coal mine or 
group of coal mines. 

(2) Before making any payment to the owner of any coal mine or group of 
coal mines under sub-section (J), the Commissioner shall satisfy himself as to the 
right of such person to receive the whole or any part of such amount, and in the 
event of there being a doubt or dispute as to the right of the person to receive the 
whole or any part of the amount, referred to in sections 8 and 9, the Commissioner 
shall refer the matter to the court and make the disbursement in accordance with 
the decision of the court. 

(3) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that the entries in the 
fourth column of the Schedule shall not be deemed to be conclusive as to the right, 
title and interest of any person in relation to any coal mine specified in the corres¬ 
ponding entries in the second column of the Schedule and evidence shall be ad¬ 
missible to establish the right, iitle and interest of any person in relation to such 
coal mine. 
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(In relation to a coal mine the operations of which were, immediately 
before the taking over of the management of such coal mine under the Coal Mines 
(Taking Over of Marej tment) Act, 1973, under the control of a managing contractor 
the amount specified in the fifth column of the Schedule against such coal mine shal' 
be apportioned between the owner of the coal mine and such managing contractoi 
in such proportions as may be agreed upon by or between the owner and such 
managing contractor, and in the event of there being no such agreement, in such 
proportions as may be determined by the court on a reference made to it by the 
Commissioner. 

is) Where any machinery, equipment or other property in a coal mine has 
vested in the Central Government or a Government company under this Act, 
but such machinery, equipment or other property does not belong to the owner 
of such coal mine, the amount specified in the fifth column of the Schedule 
against such coal mine shall, on a reference made to it by the Commissioner, 
be apportioned by the court between the owner of such coal mine and 
the owner of such machinery, equipment or other property having due 
regard to the value of such machinery, equipment or other property on the appoint¬ 
ed day. 

Explanation.—Jn this section, “court”, in relation to a coal mine, means the 
principal civil court of original jurisdiction within the local limits of whose juris¬ 
diction the coal mine is situated.

31. (i) Where an offence under this Act has been committed by a company, 
every person who at the time the offence was committed was in charge of, and was 
responsible to, the company for the conduct of the bu.siness of the company as well 
as the company, shall be deemed to be guilty of the oflence and shall be liable to 
bo proceeded against and punished accordingly ;

33. (1) The entral Government may, by notification, direct that all or any 
of the powers exercisable by it under this Act may also be exercised by any 
person or persons as may be specified in the notification. 
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(2) Whenever any delegation of power is made under sub-section (1), the 
person to whom such power has been delegated shall act under the direction, 
control and supervision of the Central Government. 

34. (!) The Central Government may, by notification, make rules to 
carry out the provisions of this Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
povvr, such rules may provide for all or any of the following matters, namely;— 

(a) the manner in which the coal mine shall be managed by a Govern¬ 
ment company or a Custodian; 

(b) the manner in which monies in any provident or other fund referred 
to in section 15 shall be dealt with; 

(c) the form and manner in which the statement of accounts referre 
to in section 19 shall be prepared; 

(cf) any other matter which is required to he, or may be, prescribed. 

(3) Every rule made by the Central Government under this Act shall be laid , 
as soon as may be after it is made, before each House of Parliament while it is in 
session, for a total period of thirty days which may be comprised in one session or 
in two or more successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session immedia¬ 
tely following the session or successive sessions aforesaid, both Houses agree in 
making any modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule 
should not be made, the rule shall thereafter have efi'ect only in such modified 
form or be of no effect, as the case may be; so, however, that any such 
modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything 
previously done under that rule. 

35. If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this Act, the Power lo 
Central Government may, by order, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 

Act, remove the difficulty: 

Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiry of a period of two 
years from lhc_^appointed day.

ExphnatUm .—In thl* Schedule, wherever any amount, specified in the fifth column against a coal mine, 
has been declared in the foot notes to include also the amount payable in relation to one or more other coal 
mines, all the cool mines In relation to which such amount has been specified in the said column as payable, 
shall be deemed, for the purposes of this Act, to constitute a group of coal mines. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Coal is the most important indigenous source of commercial energy in 
India. It is available in adequate quantities in India, though much of it is 
poor in quality and the reserves are unevenly distributed among diHerent 
regions of the country. With the nationalisation of 214 coking coal mines 
in Bengal-Bihar region, the development of metallurgical coal was brought 
under the control of the Government except in case of captive coal mines 
of the private steel plants. The non-coking coal mines, however, continued 
to remain in the hands of the private sector. These collieries were small in 
size, financially weak and worked on unscientific lines, the colliery owners’ 
sole object being to earn quick profits without any regard to the conserva¬ 
tion and safety of mines or to meet their obligation to the workers. This 
resulted in the stagnation of production in many collieries and closure of 
many others. It was envisaged that in order to meet the anticipated 
demand of coal in 1978-79 the private sector alone would have to contribute 
an additional quantity of 19 million tonnes requiring an investment of 
Rupees 100 crores, which was beyond the capacity of the private sector in 
The existing circumstances. Accordingly, it was decided to nationalise all 
the non-coking coal collieries. 

As this process was likely to take some time, the Central Government 
took over, in the public interest, the management of the non-coking coal 
mines, pending nationalisation through promulgation of the Coal Mines 
(Taking Over of Management) Ordinance, 1973 (No. 1 of 1973) which has 
since been replaced by the Coal Mines (Taking Over of Management) Act, 
1973 (No. 16 of 1973). 

The present Bill seeks to complete the process of nationalisation of the 
coal mines by providing for the acquisition by the Central Government of 
the right, title and interest of the owners thereof.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clause 8 of the BiU provides, for the payment, in cash, by the Central 
Government, to the owners of the coal mines, an amount equal to the 
amount specified against each such mine or group of mines in the Schedule 
to the Bill, for vesting in the Central Government the right, title and 
interest of the owner in relation to such mine or group of mines. The 
total estimated amount involved on this account is likely to be of the 
order of Rs. 30.35 ciores. 

2. Sub-clause (1) of clause 9 of the Bill provides for the payment in 
cash, by the Central Government, to the owners of such mine a further 
amount equal to the amount which would have been, but for the retros¬ 
pective operation of the provisions of clauses 3 and 5 of the Bill, payable 
to such owner under the Coal Mines (Taking Over of Management) Act, 
1973 (No. 15 of 1973), for the period commencing on the 1st day of May, 
1973, and ending on the day on which the Bill becomes an Act. The 
amount involved on this account is estimated at Rs. 7.50 lakhs per month. 

3. Sub-clause (2) of clause 9 provides for the payment of simple 
interest on the amounts referred to in clause 8 at the rate of 4 per cent, 
per annum for the period commencing on the date on which the Bill 
becomes an Act and ending on the date on which payment of the said 
amounts is made to the Commissioner of Payments. It is estimated that 
the interest payments in terms of the provision of the said sub-clause 
are likely to be of the order of Rs. 10.12 lakhs per month. 

4. Under clause 17 of the Bill, a Commissioner of Payments will be 
appointed by the Government, with adequate staff to assist him, for the 
purpose of disbursing the amounts payable to the owners of each non¬ 
coking coal mine. The salaries and allowances of the Commissioner of 
Payments and his staff and expenditure on office and establishment will 
be defrayed out of the Consolidated Fund of India. The estimated expendi¬ 
ture on this account is likely to be of the order of Rs. 30,000 per month. 

5. The Bill, if enacted, is not likely to involve any other recurring or 
non-recurring expenditure. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 34 of the Bill empowers the CentrM Government to make rules 
to carry out the provisions of the Bill. Such rules may provide for matters, 
such as— 

(a) the manner in which the coal mines shall be managed by a 
Government company or a Custodian; 

(b) the manner in which monies in any provident or other fund 
referred to in clause 15 shall be dealt with; 

(c) the form and manner In which the statement of accounts 
referred to in clause 19 shall be prepared. . 

2. The matters in respect of which rules may be made are generally 
matters of procedure and administrative details and It is not practicable to 
provide for them hi the Bill itself. The delegation of the legislative power 
is, therefore, of a normal character.
